In a few years, Andover resi- 
dents might be throwing away 
less of their money when they 
throw out the trash. 

Andover currently pays $145 
per ton for trash disposal, about 
twice the cost most communi- 
ties pay, because Andover is 
locked into an agreement with 
Wheelabrator North Andover. 

Andover was one of 23 com- 
munities that signed a 20-year 
agreement to handle its trash. 
These communities, known as 
North East Solid Waste Com- 
mittee cities and towns, “back 
loaded the debt” for building the 
facility and now owe $90 mil- 
lion to bond holders, said Shawn 
Worster, NESWC executive 
director and a member of 
NESWC’s strategic planning 
committee. He says that is why 
the cost to take out the trash is 
so high. 

NESWC and Wheelabrator 
have been working on reaching 
new agreements to lower the 
cost for Andover and the other 
22 NESWC communities once 
the current contract expires in 
September 2005. 

As of last Monday, Andover 
now has three options before it, 
two of which, during the first 
year of the new contracts, would 
cut in half what residents pay. 

“In looking at the current 
market conditions for disposal 
services these prices are certain- 
ly worthy of consideration, ”

‘I know how to survive’

Harold Marsh, a homeless 
man who’s been in and out of 
Andover since last summer, 
spends his days drifting up 
and down Main Street. For 
Marsh, SO, finding shelter 
from this winter’s blistering 
cold is a very real and very 
immediate need — and his 
effort is putting a face on a 
statewide homeless problem 
that advocates say will only 
get worse as state human-ser- 
vices dollars continue to be

have the right to refuse help 
She says that isn’t the appropri- 
ate response when people are 
endangering their lives because 
they don’t know any better. 

While the police and others 
worry and reach out to Marsh, 
that hasn’t been enough to get 
him off the street, even in the 
harshest of winters. Town offi- 
cials say they have tried to offer 
help, but have stopped at forc- 
ing themselves on Marsh. Some 
area businesses let Marsh warm 
up inside until customers com- 
plain about body odor, or his 
odd behavior 

Then Marsh is moved along 
by police from place to place 
until night falls again. “People 
would rather not think about 
people like Harold,” said Cyn- 
thia Hollenbeck of St. Augus- 
tine’s St. Vincent de Paul Soci- 
ety, a charitable organization. 

Hollenbeck said that she 
would offer food or try to 
arrange transportation for Marsh 
if he was interested. Frank 
O'Reilly, director of Greater 
Lawrence Mental Health, says 
that his organization would offer 


a psychiatric exam to Marsh if 


he came to the Lawrence clinic. 

But both admit that these are 
temporary solutions. They can- 
not offer Marsh the long-term 
care and shelter he needs 

Marsh says that he was once 
forced to undergo examination 
at the Holy Family Hospital in 
Methuen, something he called 
“a calamity.” He says he now 
receives Social Security pay- 
ments

At night, when the already 
deadly temperatures drop even 
lower, Marsh seeks out a place 
where he will be protected from 
the wind. He says that finding 
shelter from the wind is his 
biggest challenge and laughs, 
explaining that he can work 
hard and find a good spot only 
to have the wind change direc- 
tion. 

“Sometimes I can get into 
some place warm, but not very 
often,” says Marsh, who adds he 
once worked at Wendy’s restau- 
rants in Lawrence and Tewks- 
bury. 

Marsh says that he would be 
willing to go to a shelter if it was 
convenient for him, but he 
would have to come back to 
check on his belongings. He 
says he isn’t troubled by his 
lifestyle. “I’m not particularly 
concerned about it, because | 
know how to survive. I’ve been 
doing this for seven or eight 
years,” says Marsh.

A coalition of business, ¢g 
ernment and development 
experts hopes it finally has the 
Support, the answers and the 
political good timing to clear up 
a 20-year-old traffic tangle in 
southwest Andover. 

The proposal, for a ramp 
that would connect an industrial 
area along Burtt Road directly 
with Interstate 93 northbound, is 
about 20 years old, too. But 
chances are better than ever that 
it will go forward this time, said 
Robert Halpin, president of the 
Merrimack Valley Economic 
Development Council, which 
has led the most recent fight. 

Each day John T. Henry has a 
birds-eye view of the problem 
from his Clark Street home. 

Thousands of cars carrying 
workers from Wyeth Biopharma, 
Gillette Co. and Charles River 
Laboratories weave through his 
neighborhood on their way to 
the interstate. 

The companies sit just a 
stone’s throw from the inter- 
state’s northbound lanes, but 
because there is no road connect- 
ing the industrial area with I-93, 
the workers make their way 
along Ballardvale Road, River 
Street and Clark Road on their 
way to the closest interchange at 
Dascomb Road. And not just at 
rush hour. 

“It’s pretty much constant 
now because all the plants down 
there have learned how to split 
shifts,” said Henry, a 22-year res- 
ident of the neighborhood 

The proposed ramp, Halpin 
and his coalition say, would 
siphon commuters’ cars from 
residential streets, clear the way 
for business growth free of resi- 
dent lawsuits, and help Goy, Mitt 
Romney quickly move on a 
campaign pledge to make the 
state more business-friendly 

"There’s no question about 
it,” said State Sen. Susan C 
Tucker, D-Andover, who was in 
the Massachusetts House 20 
years ago when discussion of the 
traffic problems first arose. “This

new governor can implement his 
campaign promises. It’s a win- 
win situation.” 

And, she added, “in the 
scheme of things, it’s not a very 
expensive project when you 
think of the payback.” 

The residents in Ballardvale 
and Lowell Junction have “very 
good reason for opposing any 
more development,” said Tucker, 
who witnessed the evening rush- 
hour gridlock one day last sum- 
mer. “The traffic is horrendous.” 

The traffic tangle has trig- 
gered two resident lawsuits, 
which later were settled, to stop 
Wyeth from expanding on its 
property, and prompted a third, 
which was filed last week 
against the Andover Planning 
Board. The planning board in 
September granted a permit for 
office and warehouse space to 
Capital Carpet & Floor of 
Woburn 

The traffic issue has also 
affected the businesses. Christo- 
pher Perley, general manager at 
Wyeth’s Andover campus, said 
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costs associated with the law- 
suits, and the construction delays 
the lawsuits triggered have the 
company’s New Jersey head- 
quarters concerned about invest- 
ing mor? money in expanding 
Andover. 

Wyeth is one of the town’s 
top taxpayers, assessed at $117 
million valuation. The compa- 
ny’s master plan has Wyeth 
expanding and adding employ- 
ees in the next five and 10 years, 
but that master plan was written 
with the assumption that the 
Route 125 interchange would be 
reconfigured by now, improving 
access to the area from the south. 

Despite 20 years of talking, 
every plan so far has been 
panned by the Massachusetts 
Division of Highways, Halpin 
said. Halpin has worked for sev- 
eral months creating a coalition 
of officials from Andover, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington, 
which abut the area, and address- 
ing federal and state highway 
department’s concerns about 
moving the project forward. 


Companies in the so-called 
Lowell Junction area of Andover 
employed about |,700 people in 
2001, Halpin’s study shows 
That number has climbed 
Wyeth alone employs nearly 
2,000 people. Sixty-five percent 
of those workers live in the Mer 
rimack Valley and Southern 
New Hampshire. They occupy 
many of the cars that gum up the 
streets through Ballardvale and 
the Junction’s residential neigh- 
borhoods 

The coalition’s plan calls for 
the northbound ramp to be fin 
ished by 2004. 

Tewksbury officials will sup- 
port the plan as long as it doesn’t 
include a timetable for extending 
the ramp across I-93 and into 
that town. The road would lead 
into a heavily residential area, 
and town officials still have not 
decided how they want to use the 
available land adjacent the area 

Wilmington’s — support 
depends in large part on progress 
redesigning the I-93 interchange 
at Route 125, where at rush hour 
traffic backs up onto the inter- 
state. Tucker said that project has 
become a priority because it is a 
Safety Issue. 

The design phase is almost 
finished, and the interchange is 
expected to be reconfigured by 
2006 

Halpin believes that with the 
community’s support, and hav- 
ing addressed all the concerns 
highway officials brought up, 
they will be more willing to 
move it up on the priority list, 
right below the Route |25 inter- 
change Tucker said she believes 
the projects “could be done in 
tandem as a mitigation mea- 
sure.” 

Henry said he hopes the ramp 
project moves forward, but he’s 
skeptical. “I don’t think t 
ever going to happen,” he said 
“Federal officials have told me in 
the past I'll be dead in my grave 
before it happens. The reality is 
that Andover has no intention of 
doing anything. It’s a pipe dream 
they've been selling for 35

Former DeMoulas supermarket food buyer 
sentenced to 30 months in federal prison 


An Andover man and former 
food buyer for DeMoulas Super- 
markets was sentenced last week 
in federal court for receipt of 
stolen money and the filing of 
false US income tax returns. 

Wayne A. Dick, 55, of 
Andover, was sentenced by US 
District Judge George A. O’ Toole 
to two years and six months of 
incarceration, to be followed by 
two years of supervised release, 
and a $6,000 fine, according to 
government officials. 

At an earlier plea hearing, the 
prosecutor told the court that, had 
the case proceeded to trial, the 
government’s evidence would 
have proven that from late 1997 
until May 2000, Dick, a long- 
time food buyer for DeMoulas, 
was involved in the large-scale 
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theft of monies by food brokers 
and buyers associated with 
DeMoulas Supermarkets that 
involved more than $800,000 in 
stolen checks. The case involved 
two related, but independent 
schemes to steal checks which 
food manufacturers made out to 
DeMoulas Supermarkets for 
advertising expenses. Here is 
what happened, according to a 
release from United States Attor- 
ney Michael J. Sullivan. 

In the first scheme, Dick, 
assisted by Daniel Martin, a for- 
mer salesman for Kelloggs, stole 
more than $430,000 in checks 
made out to DeMoulas by failing 
to generate and submit invoices 
for advertising (so that DeMoulas 
would not expect payment) and 
then stole the checks from the 
food manufacturers when they 
came to him. Dick then gave the 
stolen checks to Martin, who con- 
verted the checks into cash and 
checks that he shared with Dick. 

In the second scheme, a food 
broker for Advantage ESM, 
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Robert McCarthy, and Dick stole 
additional DeMoulas checks by 
creating false invoices to the 
companies the Advantage ESM 
food broker represented and then 
stealing those checks when they 
came in. Again, the stolen checks 
were brought to Martin who con- 
verted the checks at Fleet Bank 
and divided up the proceeds. 
More than $400,000 was stolen 
in this manner. 

The victim of the fraud crime, 
DeMoulas Supermarkets, has 
already been compensated for the 
stolen checks. 

Robert McCarthy and Daniel 
Martin previously pleaded guilty 
to charges relating to their roles 
in the schemes, according to a 
release. Martin was sentenced in 
December 2002, by US District 
Judge Robert E. Keeton to three 
years of probation, the first six 
months of which are to be served 
in home confinement with elec- 
tronic monitoring. 

McCarthy is awaiting sentenc- 
ing.

i ies REGISTRY of Motor Vehicles was the butt of 
countless jokes for its unfriendly service and 
glacier-like speed. State Sen. Susan Tucker helped 
straighten it out. If she can help do the same with the 
state’s human services programs, she'll have more 
than earned the votes of confidence that returned her 
to office last year. 

The state’s human services agencies are supposed 
to serve as a safety net to catch and assist the least 
fortunate among us. But the 12 agencies under that 
umbrella have so many disconnected offices, so 
many overseers and so many inspectors that these 
nets have become tangled, says Tucker. Forced to 
enter such a complicated network of bureaucracy, 
families who need support from several agencies 
may find it difficult to get the help they need to stop 
their fall and bounce back. 

Certainly, the state’s human-services programs 
have been shaken by deep cuts, and more could be 
coming. But it appears precious funds are being 
wasted as different agencies perform similar Over- 
sight of nonprofit groups. It’s clear that advocates 
who in the past might have focused solely on their 
causes need to look at the bigger picture. 

The reality is that state human-services agencies 
are not likely to see state funds increase anytime 
soon. Therefore, advocates for each group should 
work together to consolidate their programs, elimi- 
nating administrators and inspector. This will allow 
more of taxpayers’ cash to go where it will do the 
most good.

There’s nothing vanilla about the ice being served up this winter

HIS MONTH MAY BE ONE OF 

the coldest Januarys on 

record, but that hasn't 
bothered a crew of die-hard ice 
buffs in Andover. When talk 
turns to Arctic chills and plum- 
meting temperatures, they say, 
“Bring it on.” Sure, it’s cold, but 
this is one of the best winters 
ever for those with backyard ice- 
skating rinks. 

“It all depends on Mother 
Nature and this is the best year

fill in the cracks 

If his kids can get in 30 hours of skating during 
a winter, he calls the annual rink project a success. 
As of last week, Ryan and Sarah had already 
passed 15 hours of skating on the rink - including 
one five-hour marathon. And more cold tempera- 
tures are forecasted. Clearly, this winter is worth- 
while in Oteri’s eyes, as he is loving the prospect 
of easily surpassing his goal. 

He also said rinks get an undeserving bad rap 
about the grass underneath them. Rinks don’t ruin 
grass, he said 

“The grass under the rink actually comes up 
greener than the other grass,” Oteri said. 

When pressed to say the worst thing about the 
rink, he says it’s the errant hockey pucks that 
don't get stopped by the netting behind the nets. 
\bout 20 to 30 are not visible until springtime 
and a few too many have tangled with his lawn- 
mower blade 

The backyard ice rink scene offers so much fun 
tor kids that other parents easily catch Oteri’s 
enthusiasm when they see his. Sue Coneeny’s 
son, Brett, skates on Oteri’s hockey team and was 
there for that five-hour skating marathon. That 
day sealed the deal for her. 

“My husband grew up skating outdoors on a 
swamp in Burlington and we always said we'd do 


a backyard rink someday,” she said “That night 
we said, “That’s it. We’re doing it.” 

So, on a whim, the shovels came out and 
Coneeny and her husband, Mark, of Belle Haven 
Drive, put the kids to bed and dug out snow until 
midnight on a Thursday night. 

There are no boards at their rink, just $40 
worth of plastic covering an 18-by-30-foot piece 
of ice, surrounded by snowbanks. It’s by no 
means perfect, she said, just a place for her four 
kids to have fun. 

“I can’t believe how ridiculous we are getting 
about this, but the weather has been perfect and so 
many other people have done this, that we said we 
could do it,” she said. 

She called Oteri for tips and like him, has spent 
countless hours maintaining the ice. 

“I have some time while the kids are in school 
and I am getting really anal about it,” she laughed. 
“Every night it needs to be resurfaced and I do it.” 
she says. “There are no Zambonis.” 


These rink rats won’t complain about the lack | 
of a Zamboni. Seeing rosy red cheeks and the | 


quintessential New England winter scene of kids 
having fun skating keeps them maintenance-moti- 
vated. 

“Winters are long and kids have to do some- 
thing,” Coneeny said. 

“You really have to want to do it,” she said, 
noting that she will indeed try it again next year.

Russian conservators to study 
at NEDCC in Brickstone Square

On Monday, Jan. 27, the Northeast Document Conservation 
Center (NEDCC), 100 Brickstone Square, will welcome two 
Russian conservators from the State Hermitage Museum in St. 
Petersburg for training. Under the supervision of Monique Fis- 
cher, NEDCC’s photographs conservator, Andrey Chulin and 
Marina Gambalevskaya will study conservation techniques for 
preserving daguerreotypes 

The Hermitage recently discovered an astonishing collection 
of oversized daguerreotypes, made by a member of the Czar’s 
family and documenting St. Petersburg street scenes in the 1850s. 
Chulin and Gambalevskaya will apply the skills and techniques 
they acquire at NEDCC to treating images from this collection.

rays of hope for CMGI 


Revenue is up, operating losses down at the company

5 been a year of change for 
{ S Brickstone Square-based 
CMGI Inc. 


In August, workers removed CMGI 
signs from the brand-new Patriots stadi- 
um in Foxboro after the company 
changed its agreement to name the sta- 
dium. 

In September, the Internet company 
sold off its stake in software solutions 
business Engage, and Web hosting 
company NaviSite, which is headquar- 
tered in a fairly new office building on 
Minuteman Drive. 

Then, in November, the company’s 
high-profile Web portal, AltaVista, suf- 
fered an identity crisis of sorts. Once a 
pretender to Yahoo!'s throne, AltaVista 
has become less-cluttered, a version of 
the more-popular search engine Google. 

To learn more about the road ahead, 
shareholders gathered for the compa- 
ny’s annual shareholder’s meeting last 
week at Andover Country Club. 

A look at press releases over the past 
year shows how business has changed 
at the once-high flying Internet compa- 
ny whose fortunes — and stock price — 


have taken a nose dive as the market for 
new initial public offerings in high tech 
companies has dried up. 

Once, CMGI's share value had been 
as high as $274. It reached the $274 
mark on Jan. 11, 2000, before it split. 

[On Tuesday, the stock opened at $1 
and was back to that mark in mid-after- 
noon trading, after a low of 98 cents per 
share. | 

Officials continue to pare down the 
company, focusing on supply chain and 
fulfillment, in search of a profit, accord- 
ing to statements from company offi- 
cials. The company has gone from near- 
ly $1.2 billion in revenue in 2001 to 
$708 million in 2002, according to the 
company’s most recent 10-K statement. 

Still, CMGI has managed to stem its 
hemorrhaging of cash. It reduced its 
operating losses from $5.75 billion in 
2001 to $591 million in 2002. Part of 
the loss includes a $20 million charge 
When it coughed up the naming rights 
for what is now Gillette Stadium. 

And the news has not been all bad. 

In the company’s most recent first 
quarter, which ended Oct. 31, losses 
were down to $49 million, compared

with a loss of $140 million in the prior 
quarter, a 65 percent decrease. 

Revenue was up 35 percent. The 
company had $193 million in cash. 

CMGI's online auction site, 
uBid.com, saw a 40 percent growth in 
registered users. The company gobbled 
up Software Logistics Corp., iLogistix, 
for $41 million. And, AltaVista 
relaunched in November as a stripped 
down version featuring no pop-up, pop- 
under or skyscraper ads. 

There have also been changes at the 
top. 

In February, Chairman David S. 
Wetherell, who guided the company | 
from an online textbook ordering com- 
pany in the mid-1990s to an incubator 
of companies such as Lycos, stepped 
aside as chief executive officer. George 
A. McMillan, the former chief financial 
officer, took over as CEO. 

Thomas Oberdorf, an executive at 
BeMusic Direct, became the chief 
financial officer. 

On Dec. 30, Wetherell sold 200,000 
shares of company stock for “tax plan- 
ning purposes.” He continues to hold 
25.5 million shares.

Andover High boys varsity basket- 
ball coach Dave Fazio is loving life.

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Artist has some home projects 
| people can do themselves

What special skills does a homeowner need to 
do his or her own interior decorating? 


Artist and Andover resident Maria Cusumano 
has tackled many home projects largely on her 
own. Her fine arts degree doesn’t hurt, but 
Cusumano credits her fifth-grade sewing classes 
with developing her skills for measuring, cutting, 
following directions, and figuring out how things 
work together. 

Cusumano, a self proclaimed spend-thrift, has 
spent less than $2,000 on materials to decorate 
her home. She’s found unusual bargains at home- 
improvement stores, including an Indian wool 
rug for her dining room. To dress up the dining 
room’s old Formica table, she always keeps it 
covered with a beautiful tablecloth and has paint- 
ed the table’s legs to match the built-in cupboard. 
She also painted the walls — “sand white” above 
the chair molding and “meeting house blue” 
below with an “artichoke green” trim. 
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angle as the stairs do. The molding was the hard- 
est part, she says. “It took three tries. First I tried 
by myself, but the angle just wasn’t right. Then 
my husband Mark tried, and it was still a little off. 
Then we did it together and it worked.” 

The wallpapering also proved challenging. 
“We used a historical paper, which is thicker than 
regular wallpaper, and the backside of the paper 
had a darker tone than the front of the paper,” 


Cusumano explains. “Where the sheets of paper 


line up, you can see the seams.” Cusumano’s sug- 
gestion: When wallpapering, be sure the back of 
the paper is lighter or the same color as the front. 

When it came to her living room, Cusumano 
wanted a warm place for her family and friends to 
sit and be comfortable. She added a chair mold- 
ing slightly lower than the recommended height 


to give the room a “higher” feel. She painted a 


warm peach above the molding and a warm red 


below. She added a molding around the ceiling, 
which she painted to match the chair molding, 


but the molding along the floor is a different

as difficult as it sounds. She drew a sketch of 
what she wanted, measured the radiators, had a 
home-improvement store cut the oak-veneered 
plywood boards to size, and then she nailed and 
glued them together. “The hardest part was just 
being sure that the measurements were right,” she 
says. 

When she’s stuck for ideas, Cusumano con- 
sults art books. One idea influenced her to design 
the hand-painted lettering on her front door. 
Cusumano copied numbers from a font on her 
computer, transferred them onto her door, and 
painted over the transfer. 

Cusumano says anyone could do these things 
with the right tools and some time. 

When designing a room, Cusumano says, do 
preparation is important, clean and lightly sand 
the walls and be sure the details match. For a 
warm room ( red, orange, yellow or any combi- 
nation of these colors), use warm colors for such 
details as light switch plates and door knobs. For 
a cool room ( blue, green , purple or any combi-

Between storms, crews are 
continuing to dig the $34 mil- 
lion sewer expansion project 
expected to improve the value of 
hundreds of homes and bring 
sewers to many Andover neigh- 
borhoods for the first time. 

While the Ballardvale and 
Cross Street areas are already 
online, the Rogers Brook area is 
anticipated to be online in the 
late spring/early summer of this 
year after pumps have been 
installed. Construction is set to 
begin Feb. | in areas including 
South Main Street, Arcadia 
Street, Sunset Rock Road, and 
Charlotte Drive. Crews will 
have to dig anywhere from eight 
to 25 feet deep to connect sewer 
pipes to provide enough slope so 
sewage can pass freely. 

In some cases the sewer lines 
will cross resident's property. 
Currently, 70 to 80 property 
easements have been performed 
out of the approximately 200 the 
town expects will be needed, 
says Department of Public 
Works Director Jack Petkus. 

Residents should expect their 
betterment payments to begin 
this year if they will be able to 
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y 
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connect to town sewer within 
the year. Residents have the 
option of paying in full or pay- 
ing in installments within a 20- 
year period. Once residents start 
using the sewers, they have to 
pay a sewer fee, as well as the 
betterment. The sewer fee is 
based on the consumption of 
water, so the more water used, 
the higher the bill. 

The cost of the sewer expan- 
sion is paid this way, according 
to Petkus: two-thirds will be 
paid by those hooking into the 
sewer, and one-third will be paid 
by those already on town sewer. 

Petkus says taxpayers do not 
pay for the expansion. “This 
only makes it fair because not 
all residents will have access to 
the sewers. For example, those 
living on the other side of Route 
125 will rely on their own septic 
tanks,” he says. 

Although the construction 
can be an inconvenience, Petkus 
commented that many Andover 
residents have been comple- 
inentary about the construction 
workers,

by the workers’ efforts to make 
her feel at ease when her hus- 
band unexpectedly died at their 
residence one evening last May.

Road repairs 

Roads that were torn up and 
then patched prior to the winter 
season will be repaved in the 
spring. The roads are not imme- 
diately repaved because there 
tends to be residual settlement 
during the winter season, says 
Petkus. Therefore, it is best to 
wait until the patched roads 
have been “wintered-over” for 
one complete winter season, he 
says. 

Despite bureaucratic proce- 
dures within the state highway 
department that delayed Main 
Street construction by four 
months, the construction portion 
of the project is expected to be 
finished in 2004. The entire pro- 
ject is expected to be completed 
near the end of 2005, says 
Petkus.

And, with more than one pair of eyes 
and ears, they are more likely to weed out any fraudulent con- 


tractor. 


* Get more than one estimate and be sure that it is a written 
estimate so all of the details can be reviewed. 

* Get a breakdown of the cost of the services, See what buy- 
ers are actually getting for their money. Also, find out how the 


contractor expects to get paid. 


* Ask for references and be sure to call some of them. 
* Be on alert for any bids that appear very low in comparison 
with others. Question that company about why its prices are so 


low. 


* Call the health department to be sure the worker has a per- 
mit to perform services in Andover. 

* Check his/her license to be sure that it is valid, 

* Find out how long the contractor has been performing 
sewer-connection services. A recent business formation can be 


suspicious. 


* Never pay any money up-front. Most likely, a binder is not 
required. Rather, pay in progress payments to be sure that the 


work is being completed.

(WMS) - Whether the stock 
market is up or down, home- 
Owners can still find one invest- 
ment with an almost certain pos- 
itive return: the backyard deck. 

Of course, there are the dol- 
lars and cents of it. If selling the 
house, the recoup can be about 
70 percent of the deck’s cost 
(assuming it has been kept in 
good shape). But the non-mone- | 
tary returns are just as impres- 
sive. 

To keep a deck’s “stock” on 
the rise, Victoria Scarborough, a 
chemist with Thompson’s Water 
Seal, has the following tips: 


* Don’t wait to protect a new 
deck. “There’s a common myth 
that new lumber should weather | 
for six months to a year before 
being waterproofed, and that’s | 
totally false,” said Scarborough. | 
“Under most conditions, the 
wood can begin deteriorating 
even in that short span of time.”

waterproofer penetrate the wood 
for maximum protection. 

* Consider the (colorful) pos- 
sibilities. There are many 
options for creating a deck look | 
that’s unique to a home. Clear 
waterproofers will stop water | 
damage while letting the color 
of the wood take center stage. 
Tinted coatings — sometimes 
called toners — are sheer, wood- 
toned waterproofers that are 
growing in popularity. Semi- 
transparent and solid stains 
come in dozens of traditional 
and non-traditional colors, 
including blue, green and black. 
Consider using multiple colors 
of deck coatings to create dis- 
tinctive patterns of color. 
(There’s no need to apply a clear 
waterproofer over a stain — just 
check the label and be certain 
that the stain is water-repellent.) 

* Plan a one-day deck 
makeover. Breakthroughs in 
waterproofing technology now 
make it possible in many 
instances to clean and treat a 
deck in one day. 


No matter what design the 
deck, sellers can usuaily 
recoup much of the cost.

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(WMS) - Thinking about 
making a few home improve- 
ments? If a new floor is part of 
the project, hardwood remains 
one of the most popular flooring 
options available today. Howev- 
er, from settling on a species to 
proper care and maintenance, 
there is much to consider 

Have questions about hard- 
wood floors, finishes and care? 
Before heading out to the local 
home center, here are answers to 
some of the most frequent floor- 
ing queries, courtesy of the 
experts at the American Hard- 
wood Information Center 
(www.hardwoodinfo.com). 


Q: Does sunlight lighten or 
darken a floor’s color? Does it 
depend on the species, the 
Stain or the finish? 

A: The ultraviolet rays that 
can burn and age our skin will 
affect any organic material, 
including wood. That’s why the 
finest art collections are kept in 
rooms without windows. Pro- 
longed exposure to sunlight will 
change the color of virtually any 
wood floor, regardless of the 
stain or finish. Some woods 
lighten when exposed to sun- 
light. Others, like cherry and 
oak, tend to darken. The newest 
water-based urethane finishes 
seem to slow color changes 
more effectively than oil-based 
urethane finishes, which tend to 
turn the brownish-yellow color 
of amber. Some finishes even 
feature sunscreens to help block 
the penetration of ultraviolet 
rays, extending the time it will 
take the wood to change. 

For those especially con- 
cerned about the floor changing 
color, consider installing cur- 
tains or blinds that will limit 
exposure to sunlight. Windows 
also can be fitted with thin films 
of plastic that block ultraviolet 
rays. This type of screen — simi- 
lar to those on used on some cat 
windows — will protect the floor, 
furniture, drapes, upholstery and 
artwork from sunlight. 


Q: Is a hardwood floor a 
good choice for someone with 
allergies or asthma? 

A: Yes. Allergists often rec- 
ommend bare floors, which 
reduce the chance for animal 
dander, dust, pollen or molds to 
collect. Respiratory experts say 
as much as one-fifth of the US 
population suffers breathing dif- 
ficulties caused by allergies and 
asthma, often triggered by 
microscopic dust mites that col- 
onize bedding, curtains and car- 
pets. Bedding and curtains can 
be laundered, but because fre- 
quent vacuuming is often inef- 
fective against dust mites in 
floor coverings, many immunol- 
ogists and allergists suggest 
bringing hardwood floors out 
into the open 


Q: If a hardwood floor has 
a urethane finish, can one 
paint using oil-based paint for 
stencils? 

A: Yes, but it may not be the 
best choice. Many professionals 
avoid working with oil-based 
paints because they are harder to 
clean up and take longer to dry. 
With water-based paints, 
smudges and spills can be wiped 
away easily with a damp cloth. 
Water-based paint can be 
applied over oil- or water-based 
urethane finishes. For best 
results with opaque paints, con- 
sider first applying a white 
primer. Let the paint dry thor- 
oughly before applying at least 
two protective top coats that are 
the same type of urethane as the 
base coats. Oil-based paints that 
are just the slightest bit wet will 
smear when one applies an oil- 
based urethane topcoat. If one is 
not sure whether the paint and 
urethanes are compatible, con- 
tact the manufacturers of the 
materials. Also, always test for 
compatibility by applying a little 
paint and finish on an extra 
board or in an inconspicuous 
spot such as a closet corner 


Q: Are steam cleaners an 
effective way to keep wood 
floors clean? 

A: Several steam-cleaners 
available on the market are 
designed for use on hardwood 
floors. However, it’s best to 
check with the manufacturer to 
find out if the cleaner is appro- 
priate for use on the wood floor 
that is being cleaned. Remember 
that water is wood’s number one 
enemy. If the finish is worn or 
scratched, steam could seep into 
the wood floors, eventually 
causing damage. Keep in mind

that experts say the best way to 
clean a wood floor is to wipe up 
any spills immediately with a 
soft, dry cloth. Sweep floors 
regularly with a broom, dust 
mop or canister vacuum with 
special hardwood floor attach- 
ments. Do not use a vacuum 
with beater bars. They can dent 
your floor’s finish. 


Q: If one buys a home with 
hardwood floors, how can 
they tell if the floors have a

wax or urethane finish? 

A:Urethane is one of the 
most popular finishes in use 
today. An easy way to determine 
if your floor has this type of fin- 
ish is to apply a small amount of 
paint remover to the floor sur- 
face. If the finish bubbles up, it 
is most likely a urethane. Also 
try scraping up a bit of the finish 
with a sharp blade (in an area 
hidden from view.) If clear 
material comes up, the finish is 
likely urethane. 

The finish is probably wax if 
one can feel the wood grain 
when they run their hand over 
the floor surface. Another test is 
to select an inconspicuous area 
and try to smudge the floor sur- 
face with a fingertip, or scrape 
the surface with a fingernail or 
sharp instrument. If the floor 
smudges, but no clear material 
is scraped up, the finish is prob- 
ably wax.

Five myths about 


(NAPSI)-Many consumers 
may be unaware of the impor- 
tance of pest management or 
have some mistaken ideas about 
exactly how pest control profes- 
sionals work.

While spraying is sometimes 
necessary to treat an infestation, 
professionals have other 
options, including gels and baits 
. that allow precision placement. 


Myth: Pest control isn’t 
important. 

Fact: Pests can pose serious 
threats to public health and 
property. Termites alone cause 
$2 billion in damages annually 

Pests can transmit as many as 
15 major diseases. According to 
research from Johns Hopkins 
University and other leading 
research institutions, cockroach 
and mice allergens can trigger 
asthma, afflicting 24 million 
Americans. 

Left untreated, the problem 
usually gets worse. For exam- 
ple, a single pair of cockroaches 
can produce up to two million 
ollspring in one year. 


Myth: Pesticides are more 
dangerous than pests. 
Fact: Professional pest-con- 
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damaging ice build up from your 
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pest management

Myth: I’ve heard of pest- 
control companies that didn’t fix 
the problem, and gave home- 
owners the run-around. 

Fact: Virtually all pest-con- 
trol companies offer callbacks in 
their service contracts. Most 
professionals will do whatever it 
takes to satisfy the customer. 


Myth: Any pest-manage- 
ment company will do. 

Fact: Look for three qualities 
in a pest control professional: 

* A qualified and licensed 
pest management company that 
is a member of national, state or 
local pest management associa- 
tlons. 

* A company with a good 
reputation that friends and 
neighbors may have used suc- 
cessfully. 

* People whose judgment is 
trustworthy. They should arrive 
dressed in uniform and thor- 
oughly evaluate the pest prob- 
lem before treating it.

If one is still not certain after 
trying these tests, contact a rep- 
utable floor refinisher. Profes- 
sionals with years of experience 
easily can determine a floor's 
finish. 


Q: What are mineral spirits 
and boiled linseed oil, and how 
are they used? How about rot- 
tenstone and pumice? 

A: Mineral spirits are used to 
thin or clean up oil-based paints, 
stains and finishes. They also 
can be used to remove wax 
buildup on furniture and floors. 
Boiled linseed oil is a yellowish 
drying oil that serves as a lubri- 
cant. (Do not boil linseed oil: it 
has already been boiled.) Both 
of these materials can be found 
in the paint section at home cen- 
ters. 

Rottenstone is a fine, abra- 
sive limestone powder. Pumice 
is an abrasive (harder than rot- 
tenstone) derived from volcanic 
glass. Either one of these abra- 
sives can be mixed with linseed 
oil and rubbed on furniture to 
remove stains and marks caused 
by moisture or heat. Woodwork- 
ing suppliers sell these products 
in stores and on the Internet. 
Some paint and hardware stores 
also carry them.
